The Charges A gainst Ex-Deputy Fogarty 
Untrue. 
San F rancisco, October 24th.—In the 
Cooper smuggling case to-day the evidence 
showed that the charge of corruption made 
against Deputy Surveyor Fogarty by ex-Iu- 
spector Bienfield were without foundation, 
and that Bienfield and not Fogarty had 
endeavored to fix Cooper’s case out of 
Court. 
Four Chinese were arrested on the bay 
to-day for fishing with nets, the meshes of 
which were sm aller than those allowed by 
law. 
W hen the case 
of John 
McMullen, 
charged with publishing a libel about the 
H arbor Commissioners, was called in the 
Police Court this afternoon the defendant 
was not present. 
H is counsel stated that 
he bad been suddenly called out of town, 
and was at a place where he could not be 
reached by telegraph. Ac effort was marie 
to have the defendant’s bail forfeited. The 
Court denied the motion and continued the 
case till to-morrow, to give the defendant 
an opportunity to be present. 
Cam;. No. 2, Army and Navy Republi­ 
can League, has been re-named Stanford 
Camp, No. 2, in compliance witn a new 
order by which all camps m ust be named 
in honor of some distinguished officer of 
the war of the rebellion or some patriotic 
war Governor. 
Active preparations are in progress for 
the launching of the warship San Fran­ 
cisco at the Union Iron W orks next Satur­ 
day. A num ber of prom inent citizens 
have been invited to witness the interest­ 
ing event. General Miles and staff will 
view the launch from the Government 
steamer, General McDowell. 
Two Chinese women and a boy have been 
remanded by Commissioner McAllister 
Including the eleven that were returned on 
the steamer Belgic, the additional num ber 
m ake twenty-one Chinese who have been 
remanded w ithin the past ten days. Col­ 
lector Phelps allowed three Chinese girls to 
land from the steam er Arabic. 


CONGRESSM AN 
V A N D E V E K . 


H e C riticises [tlie M a n a g em en t o f tb e 
V eterans* H o m e. 
Los A n g eles, October 24th.—In a con­ 
versation yesterday General W illiam Van- 
dever, Congressman from the Sixth District, 
said : “I have carefully read the evidence 
adduced before the Commissioners at the 
exam ination recently held of the affairs oi 
the Santa Monica Veterans’ Home. That 
testimony, in m y opinion, clearly shows 
Governor Treichel to be lacking in adm in­ 
istrative ability, which is a most im portant 
attribute for a man called on to rule several 
hundred aged and enfeebled men. Being 
lacking in that, Governor Treichel is lack­ 
ing in everything. Then, we should have 
a man from California for that position.’’ 
In regard to his proposition to annex 
Lower California, General Vandever would 
not talk, simply rem arking: “The United 
States should not regard favorably any 
proposition to transfer the control of the 
peninsula to any foreign power. If Mexico 
gives up the jurisdiction of that country, it 
should pass into the control of no other 
power than the United States.” 


T R E A C H E R O U S IN D IA N S . 


F e a r s E n te r ta in e d T h a t T h ey M ay D o 
M isch ief. 
H elena (M .T.),October 24th.—Governor 
W hite is in receipt of an official report 
from W ashington of the recent Indian 
trouble in the Flathead reservation. It 
gives the Indians’ side of the m urder of 
one of their tribe last sum m er. From all 
reports the trouble is not yet over. The 
farmers residing in the vicinity of the res­ 
ervation have prepared petitions to the 
Governor for protection. They claim that 
a band of the Indians frequently get drank 
and roam restlessly aronnd, threatening to 
avenge the loss of their m urdered brother. 
An investigation into the case shows th at 
the Indians obtain their liquor from some 
of the white people in the vicinity. The 
complaints have become somewhat num er­ 
ous of late, and the Governor has recom­ 
mended that two companies of soldiers be 
stationed on the reservation. The ranch­ 
ers and farmers’ wives and children are 
uneasy whenever the Indians become bois­ 
terous._____________ ______

O N T H E W A R P A T H . 


C h i c a g o , October 24th.—Long before the 
hour for the convening of the Court in the 
Cronin trial this m orning hondreds of spec­ 
tators were clamoriDg for admittance, and 
it required a small arm y of bailiffs to keep 
at bay the eager ones who demanded to be 
passed. 
At 10 o’clock the Court was called to 
order and the State’s Attorney, Longe- 
necker, began his opening address to the 
jury. 
He reviewed briefly the long-con­ 
tinued sifting of the veniremen which re­ 
sulted in the selection of the twelve before 
him . 
H e defined the duties of jurym en 
and the m eaning of the presumption of in­ 
nocence. 
He next defined the meaniEg of 
reasonable donbt, which, he said, m ust not 
be so stretched as to perm it a juror to 
avoid doing his duty. 
The State’s Attorney then proceeded to 
define m urder and set forth the m aterial 
allegations in tbe indictm ent which it 
would be necessary to prove. 
H e told about the charges m ade against 
Cronin in Camp 20, and that on the 16th of 
February Senior Guardian Beggs wrote to 
District Officer Spellman, of Peoria, that 
he was directed to investigate the m atter, 
and wanted the District Officer to do so. 
The latter, on the 17th of February, wrote 
to Beggs that he knew of no law or pro­ 
vision of tbe constitution requiring him to 
investigate, and that he could not investi­ 
gate unless charges were made directly to 
him . Beggs, on the 18th, wro.e back that 
while there was no written law for this, 
there was a law, and the m atter had to be 
investigated or there would be trouble. 
On the following day a man giving the 
name of Simonds rented a fiat at 117 Clark 
street, opposite Dr. Cronin’s office. He 
bought furniture and a large trunk and 
moved in. On the 20th of M atch M artin 
Burke appeared at ihe Carlson cottage 
under the name of Frauk W illiams, renttd 
the cottage, and then, after talking with 
O'Sullivan, went to 117 Clark street and 
moved the furniture to the cottage. Some 
time in April O'Sullivan made arrange­ 
m ent with Cronin by which, if the latter 
received one of O’Sullivan's cards he was 
to accompany the messenger in order to at­ 
tend professionally upon any of O'Sul­ 
livan’s men who m ight be h u rt in hand­ 
ling ice for him . 
The State's Attorney pointed out that 
this se“med a queer contract, for up to this 
time there never had been an accident to 
one of O'Sullivan’s meD, and there were 
many doctors nearer than Cronin. Before 
that Daniel Coughlin had declared in a 
saloon than there was a certain North 
Side man, a leading Catholic, that would 
soon bite the ground, or som ething to that 
effect. O’Sullivan was with Coughlin that 
night. 
Longenecker told about Conghlin’s ar­ 
rangem ent with liverystable-keeper Dy- 
nan, and said the State will prove that 
Coughlin was seen going into the Carlson 
cottage on the night ot the m urder, and 
that the horse and buggy procured at Dy- 
nan’s livery stable were the horse and 
buggy which drove Dr. Cronin to the cot­ 
tage. At a meeting of Camp 20 on the 
night of 
May 3d, some 
one inquired 
whether the Secret Committee had re­ 
ported, whereupon Beggs said, “that com­ 
mittee i3 to report to me and not to the 
Camp.” 
We will prove that Coughlin told other 
parties thet Cronin was a spy ; that the 
year before he tried to hire a man to slog 
Dr. Cronin. W e will prove that O’Sullivan

neighborhood, and was not in his house at 
the time. On the 6th of May Martin 
Burke had a box, the contents of which 
were not seen, soldered up by a tinsm ith.

We will prove that Kunz was seen in the 
flat on Clark street at the tim e it was occu­ 
pied, and that he had been intim ate with 
Coughlin; that he and Coughlin were at 
Peoria together; that Kur.z stated to a man 
when the papers were talking about Cro­ 
nin’s disappearance, that he (K udz) knew 
Cronin was murdered. After the discovery 
of the body and its identification, Martin 
Burke left the city under an assumed 
name, and was arrested in Winnipeg, hav­ 
ing in his possession a ticket to Liverpool. 
Mr. Longenecker went on to say that 
whoever looks at the facts or evidence can 
see very readily that the acts committed 
were of themselves conclusive, and that 
thev were the result of a conspiracy.

fine the nature of a conspiracy, and the 
liability of the accessories. 
H e added that 
the State would present evidence as speed­ 
ily as nossible. 
Counsel for the defense then waived their 
right to make an opening address, and the 
taking of testimony was began. 


WITNESSES ON TH E STAND. 
The first witness was Francis Villers, ex­ 
Captain of the Lakeview police. H is testi­ 
m ony was unim portant except as to the one 
fact that he knew Dr. Cronin in his lifetime, 
and that as the body was being conveyed 
from the catch basin to the morgue he had 
identified it as that of the dead doctor. 
Jam es T. Boland, cashier in a coal- 
dealei’s office, and an associate of Dr. 
Cronin in various secret societies, also gave 
testimony as to the identity of the body, 
and to tbe location of Cronin’s office. 
Lawyer Forrest, for the defense, elicited 
from Boland, on cross-examination, the 
fact that, contrary to the general belief, 
Cronin’s office was so situated that a view 
into its windows could not be obtained 
from the Clark street fiat, supposed to have 
been hired by tbe accused. Cronin’s office 
was not fronting on Clark street, being in 
the rear of the building and facing on the 
alley. 
Several other witnesses were examined 
before adjournm ent, their testim ony relat 
ing wholly to the finding and identification 
of the corpse. Nothing of im portance was 
brought out. 
LOOKING FOB NEW EVIDENCE. 


C h icago, October 24th.—P. W. Dunne, 
who is indirectly connected with the prose­ 
cution in tbe Cronin trial, said to-day that 
efiorts had been made and were to be 
further pushed to obtain, if possible, from 
Parnell or his counsel. Sir Charles Russell, 
a categorical statem ent that Cronin’s name 
was not one of the four haDded in by the 
spy, Le Caron, as that of the men who were 
systematically betraying to the English 
Government the secrets of the Irish m ove­ 
ments in America. 
Letters to this end 
have been w ri'ten.one at least by D uane to 
the Irish leader, Matt. Harris. It is now 
proposed to forward to the other side as 
formidably signed a petition as can be 
secured, demanding the desired informa­ 
tion, and taking the ground that if Cronin’s 
name was not on the list of the spies no 
breach of trust will be made by breaking 
the silence and saying so.

The argu­ 
m ent in favor of this scheme is that the 
visit of the ships to Central and Sonth 
American ports will m aterially aid in se­ 
curing the results hoped for from the meet­ 
ing of the International American Con­ 
gress by makiDg a good impression upon 
the people of those countries, while no sub­ 
stantial benefits will be reaped from tbe 
trip to Europe. 
It is not probable that any cbaDge in the 
program m e so far as it has been announced 
will be made, but there will be an addition 
that may satisfy tbe advocates of the Sonth 
Am erican voyage. The Chicago, Boston, 
A tlanta and Yorktown will sail tor Enrope 
about November 10th, and, after a trip 
through the M editerranean and visiting all 
the European capitals which can be reached 
by water, will return to the United States 
in the spring and then m ake a trip to South 
and Central American waters. 
This has not been cfficiaily announced, 
but the statem ent is made upon excellent 
authority. 
W hen the squadron shall visit 
our American neighbors in the South it 
will be increased by the presence of the 
Baltimore, Petrel and Vesuvius, w hich 
will then be in a condition to sail. 


T H E REPORT D EN IED. 
W ashington, October 24th.—The rum or 
that Secretary Tracy had actnaliy recon­ 
sidered his order and had decided to send 
the sqnadron southward in stta i of across 
the A tlantic is unfounded, and there is no 
doubt that the new vessels will sail over 
tbe route already laid down. 
This view of the situation is strengthened 
by a letter which was received this m orn­ 
ing from Rear-Admiral Gillis, com m and­ 
ing the South A tlantic squadron. 
H e 
wrote from Montevideo that reports of the 
most reliable character indicate that yellow 
fever is breaking ont in various parts of 
Brazil, Benitos and Rio Janeiro, and this, 
commencing so early before the advent 
of tbe warm weather, would indicate an 
unusually sickly season. 
In view of this 
condition of affairs, he strongly urged 
that unless circumstances 
should arise 
rendering the presence of one of our ves­ 
sels imperatively necessary, none be per­ 
mitted to visit any infected ports of Brazil 
this year; that all 
supplies and stores 
should be sent to Montevideo. 
This gives 
the black eye direct to the southern cruis­ 
ing idea. The main argum ent of the plan 
seems to be based on the theory that the 
new fleet is a "squadron of impression,’’ 
whereas the official title given to it is a 
“squadron of evolution.” 
It is clearly 
indicated that it is the desire of the Sec­ 
retary that the officers and men¡of the 
navy should be given a chance to handle 
the new war ships under all circumstances. 
Of course this would be equally well to 
one in the South American cruise, but the 
fleet would not have the same opportunities 
of judging by contrast of the qualities of 
those navies which it is onr duty to watch.

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ENTANGLING ALLIANCES. 


fh e New York Tribune is amazed th at 
any American journal should object to the 
Pan-A m erican Congress, on the ground 
th at the policy of the United States always 
ha- been, and should be, one of no entan- 
gLng alliances w ith foreign countries. Y et 
several leading Democratic papers have 
raised the cry, and, as has been frequently 
done before, the effort is on foot to make 
that political party assume the role of ob­ 
structionists ; unfortunately for it, it often 
has accepted and played the part. 
But we 


00 not agree w ith the Iribunc th at there is 
,vny danger th at it will do so in the case in 
hand. 
True patriotism always rises supe­ 
rior to party expediency, and the A m eri­ 
can heart is patriotically loyal. 
There 
are, unquestionably, a few men. possibly a 
large number of partisans, who would like 
to see the Pan-A m erican Congress fail of 
its purpose, in order to bring political ri­ 
vals into disfavor. 
B ut we do not believe 
th at these men are strong enough to dom­ 
inate the Democratic party in the present 
instance, even w ith the prospect of putting 
upon a Republican A dm inistration the 
cdium of failure. 
Patriotism and national blood are thicker 
than water, and the people of the U nited 
States, regardless of political affiliations, 
have demonstrated th at they are favorable 
to such understanding between the States 
of the two great continents, th at there 
shall be, not only the removal of liability 
of war— if such an end is possible of attain­ 
m ent—but the establishm ent of stronger 
con-fraternal relations between the Am er­ 
icas, with the possible increase, also, of 
the commerce between the U nited States 
and the South Am erican and Central 


oor Tdexico. 
As a m atter of fact, while 
a Republican Secretary of State originated 
the scheme of the Congress, it had the 
full approval of a subsequent Democratic 
A dm inistration, while a Congress in which 
the two houses were respectively controlled 
by the rival political parties passed the 
biil th at made the Pan-Am erican Conven­ 
tion possible. 
It is therefore entirely im ­ 
probable th at political capital can be made 
out of the failure or the success of the 
Convention. 
Moreover, the journals th at 
are conjuring up the “ bogie ” of entan­ 
gling alliances, are shouting before they 
are hurt. 
I t has not been proposed th at 
there 
shall 
be 
formed 
any 
such 
alliances, 
nor

Americas 
shall 
be 
bound 
to 
a 
line 
of 
policy 
toward 
another incom patible with perfect inde­ 
pendence. 
The 
Pan-Am erican 
Congress is not 
called for the purpose of contracting offen­ 
sive or defensive alliances, but to bring 
States of the continents of this hem i­ 
sphere into close fraternal communion, th at 
the purpose of the most exalted statesm an­ 
ship may be achieved—the firm establish­ 
m ent of peace, and the removal of the 
necessity for the m aintenance of those 
drains upon national vigor and industrial 
life, great armies. 
We agree w ith our 
contemporary th at any manifestation of 
spirit in opposition to the consultation 
about to begin, under the plea th at we 
may be led into the “entangling alliances," 
is “ despicable.” 
As It well say s: 
Every patriotic citizen rejoiced when Mr. 
Cleveland was able to do any &ood thing for his 
country. If Mr. Blaine, in the sphere of duty 
to which he has been called, can render usefu' 
service to the nation, only a partisan of un 
Fpcasabie meanness would strive to prevent, 
because some credit might inure to a man he 
had slandered, aud therefore haled. 
It is true, as the Iribune suggests, th at 
the warnings of the fathers against en­ 
tering into entangling alliances referred 
to our relations w ith European and other 
arbitrarily monarchical countries. 
M ore­ 
over, no alliance we may form w ith a 
South American State can possibly retard 
our development or cripple our progress. 
I t would not be an entangling alliance to 
stipulate w ith our neighbors that if their 
independence should be assailed by Euro­ 
pean monarchism, we would stand their 
frien d ; not to do so would be to act the 
part of the coward and the em pty boaster. 
W e can well afford to offer ourselves as a 
m eiiato r in case of difficulty, or as a gen­ 
erous friend in case of assault upon liberty. 
W e should do all we can to insure to other 
Am erican States such blessings as we en­ 
joy, and to preserve intact from the con­ 
spiracies of the enemies of self-government 
every inch of the soil of the free States of 
th e A m ericau continents. 
To every strug­ 
gling republic on earth it should be our 
pride to extend cordial sympathy, and 
where we can do so ia honor, our helping 


hand. 


izitions in onr m idst w ith foreign affilia­ 
tions th at assume to try and condemn men 
to death. 
T he question will then arise, 
“W hat are we going to do about it?” 
W hen the facts are incontrovertibly es­ 
tablished, there will be heard the demand 
for special laws to condemn such associa­ 
tions and to punish for these crimes. 
But 
we cannot afford to recognize the necessity 
for such enactm ents. 
T he ordinary crim ­ 
inal laws against conspiracy and those 
providing punishm ent for m urder are suffi­ 
cient—if not, they can be strengthened. 
They proved equal to the task of dealing 
with the Chicago Anarchists, and that 
very fact has struck more terror to the 
souls of the radical socialists than would a 
huge volume of special laws singling 
them out and aimed at their suppression. 
I t 
is a fundam ental doctrine 
of the 
Am erican system that we have no political 
offenses, th at we do not erect statutes 
which recognize political offending 
as 
worthy of special condemnation. 
There is 
no reason either for special statutes to meet 
the cases of these secret tribunals. W e pro­ 
vide laws for th e punishm ent of those who 
commit crimes, and we reduce all offenders 
to the crim inal level. 
T his one fact testi­ 
fies vigorously to the strength of our in­ 
stitutions, as does no other. 
W e should 
make our laws against conspiracy to com­ 
m it crime sufficiently severe and searching, 
but we will not act wisely if we attem pt to 
recognize by statute the offense of serni- 
foreign associations as 
something 
aside 
from and unrelated to the ordinary crim ­ 
inal acts. 
If the Clan-na-Gael ordered the 
death of Cronin, the fact of his death by 
assassination soon thereafter is to be taken 
as the strongest evidence th at it was the 
direct result of the order. 
Thereupon 
every m em ber of the Clan voting for the 
order, or cognizant of it afterward, and 
concealing the fact, became guilty of the 
m urder and should he tried and prom ptly 
hanged. 
No severer punishm ent in this 
age is thinkable for any crim e; the ordi­ 
nary crim inal laws are equal to its inflic­ 
tion, and there is, therefore, no need for 
special legislation on the subject.

T j i f .r e is a law in New H am pshire for­ 
bidding the m anufacture and sale, or giv­ 
ing away, of intoxicating liquors. 
W hen 
the Pan-A m erican delegates were enter­ 
tained at a banquet in th at State wines 
and liquors were served in ginger lieer 
bottles, and “ on the sly,” that the officers 
of the law m ight not be compelled to 
knowledge of the violation of the law. 
W hen the delegates were entertained in 
M aine, a prohibition State, wines were 
openly served at the banquet, and no con­ 
cealm ent was made by the committee of 
the offending. 
T h at is to say, the man­ 
agers defied the law openly and fearlessly, 
and trusted to the people to sustain them, 
and they were prepared, in case of arrest 
to meet the results, whatever they m ight 
be. 
T here were no arrests, nor yet any 
com plaints of the action of the committee. 
W ith these two examples before us, we 
prefer the course of the M aine men. 
It 
was the most manly and the fairest, and 
commands, in consequence, the greater 
respect even of the friends of prohibition. 
I t is of this State of Maine, by the way, 
th at the New Y ork Post tells the story to 
the effect th at one of her citizens came to 
New Yor k recently, for the avowed pur­ 
pose of “ sobering up.” as he found that 
the tem ptations put in his way at home to 
drink “ on the sly ” were so numerous and 
strong th at he stood in a fair way to be­ 
come a drunkard in a Stale where prohi­ 
bition has its strongest foothold. 
H ere is

In short, unless the press, and 
m any of the residents of the State, w ill­ 
fully misrepresent th eir own communities, 
prohibition in M aine does not prohibit. 


T h e Carson Appeal tells, w ith some 
signs of pride, of one of the compositors in 
its office setting up a letter the other day 
from its repetition by a phonograph. 
I t 
is stated th at the workman set “ m atter 
faster than he could have done had the 
letter been in manuscript. 
T h at may have 
been; hut the average compositor would 
not find the phonograph an aid to compo­ 
sition. 
It is essential to the uses of the 
little instrum ent that the m achinery be 
run at about the same speed in repeating 
a message recorded 11 ¡>on its wax cylinder, 
at which the recording instrum ent was 
operated, and th e original m ust be run as 
fast as is necessary to take the record of 
an ordinary dictation. 
T hat may be 
assumed 10 be 110 or 120 words a m iuute. 
It follows th at the delivering machine 
must repeat the dictation at about the 
saíne speed. 
There never lived the com­ 
positor who could set even one word a 
second, from average m anuscript or from 
dictation. 
Therefore, in order to compose 
from the phonograph, the machine must 
have been stopped, w ith the enunciation 
of every half dozen or so of words. 
These 
the compositor had to keep in mind, of 
course, and call for another batch of 
“ copy,” as he set up the last word of the 
previous delivery. 
To say th at by such a 
method there can be more rapid work than 
from good m anuscript “ copy,” is an ab­ 
surdity. 
Moreover, there would be, in 
such a mode of composing, great liability 
to err, because of the m isunderstanding of 
pronunciation. 
There 
can, 
therefore, 
never be any general introduction of the 
phonograph 
into 
the 
printing 
office. 
M anuscript, clear and plain, will always 
stand ahead of dictation of any kind for 
the printer. 


T h e Registration officers in San F ran­ 
cisco propose to adopt the A ustralian booth 
system in the conduct of the next election 
in th at city. 
Our law now prohibits the 
placing of any ballot-box in a saloon, or in 
a building connecting w ith a saloon or 
place where liquors are sold. 
To procure 
other places the Registrar finds it to be 
verv difficult, and he therefore advises 
th at sm all cheap houses, such as can be 
taken apart and preserved for frequent use, 
be prepared for the polling places.

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WHY A MONUMENT I 


W h o W as th e F irst D isco v erer o f G old 
In C aliforn ia? 
T he Portland Oreqonian published an 
editorial under the heading “ W hy a Mon­ 
um ent?” in which it was argued th at a 
m onument should not be erected to M ar­ 
shall because he had discovered gold acci­ 
dentally and not as the result of scientific 
research or 
investigation. 
Thereupon 
Stephen Staats writes the following to The 
West Shore: 
“In the Oregonian of October 4th we 
find an article under the above caption. 
W e also ask why a monument should be 
erected to the memory of Jam es W. M ar­ 
shall as the first discoverer of gold in Cali­ 
fornia ? 
F or from the facts of the w riter’s 
own personal knowledge M arshall was not 
the first discoverer of the precious m etal 
on the American fork of the Sacramento 
river. 
M arshall having been the con­ 
tractor for the erection of a m ill on the 
American river, and the gold having been 
discovered while th at m ill was in course of 
construction, M arshall has been given 
credit for th at discovery, whereas one 
Charles Bennet, a resident of Salem, was 
in fact the first and original discoverer. 
Bennet came to Oregon in 1844 and made 
his home on the present site of Salem, and 
remained there until early in the spring 
of 1847. 
Ila was well known and is still 
remembered in Salem, being at one tim e 
proprietor of the ‘Bennet House’ after his 
return from California. 
“T he w riter of this article in an ad­ 
dress before the Pioneer Association of 
Oregon, in 1887, made the declaration and 
claimed th a t if any, all credit was due to 
Bennet, a citizen of Salem, for the first 
discovery of gold in th at auriferous reg io D , 
the American fork of the Sacramento 
river. 
“ Some of the facts about this discovery 
we will here present to your readers. 
E arly in the spring of 1847 the writer, in 
company with Bennet and a number of 
others, left the W illam ette valley and 
went to California. 
A short tim e after our 
arrival in California Captain Sutter made 
a contract with Jam es W. M arshall for the 
erection of a m ill. 
Bennet was employed 
by M arshall to assist in its construction, 
and on the mill nearing its aompletion 
water was turned through the race to clear 
it of all obstructions ; ’twas then the shin­ 
ing particles first glistened to the sight of 
man. 
Bennet, whose ever eager eye was 
cast in all directions, first beheld the shin­ 
ing dust. H e it was who first reached forth 
his hand and grasped the glittering mass 
to ascertain its composition. 
A ll was ex­ 
citement. 
Bennet and M arshall rushed 
to Sutter’s F ort to counsel w ith Sutter. 
After a day or two’s consultation Bennet 
started to Monterey with about an ounce 
of the metal to have it tested. 
H e re­ 
turned to the Fort w ith the full assurance 
th at it was gold. 
The ounce of gold was 
held in the palm of our hand before and 
after it was tested. 
“ Now, M arshall, has always been cred­ 
ited with being the first discoverer of gold 
in California, but had it not been for Ben­ 
net, in all probability th at auriferous re­ 
gion would never have yielded up its golden 
revenues to the enterprising Yankee. Ben- 
net’s searching eyes was the first to behold 
the dust glistening in the m other earth, 
where it had been embedded for centuries. 
H e it was who exhibited the first ounce of 
gold to the wondering gaze of the Califor­ 
nians. 
W e claim for Bennet, a citizen of 
Oregon, the credit of being the first discov­ 
erer of gold in California. 
W ell do we re­ 
member the time, when, w ith sparkling 
eye and enthusiastic hopes, he exhibited 
the shining gold to our astonished gaze. 
Bennet has gone the way of all earth ; he 
met his death with that true bravery for 
which he was noted, while fighting to pro­ 
tect the settlers on the frontier. 
If a 
monument is to be erected let it be 
Salem, to the memory of Bennet. 
“ In the Oregonian article referred to we 
find the following: ‘This discovery of gold 
by M arshall did not reach San Francisco 
until May, 1848.’ 
This must be an e rro r; 
we were in company with Bennet in March, 
1848, in \e r b a Buena, now San Francisco, 
and the gold was w ith us, and it was dis­ 
cussed by a few of the then residents of 
the place, among whom we m ight mention 
Sam Brannan, who established the first 
trading post at Sutter’s F ort after the dis­ 
covery of gold, and witli who",1 
— 
uomn-iaicM -1..^ business during the summer 
of 1848. 
M e write these things from 
memory, but the facts are well fixed in our 
mind. 
We well remember the time when 
the first little sail boat started from San 
Francisco to the Embarcadaro at Sacra­ 
mento for an investigation of the facts of 
the discovery of gold, and also the excite­ 
ment th at pervaded among the people on 
its return. 
“ The first gold from California was 
brought to Portland in 1848 by the brig 
Sabine, Captain Croshv, the gold being in 
Jiossession of the passengers. 
W e were 
among them, and we can never lorget the 
excitem ent and curiosity manifested by the 
people *n its first presentation to their 
sight. 
W e well knew Captain Sutter in 
1837. 
H e was then a practicing physician 
in W estport, Mo. 
On our arrival in Cali­ 
fornia in 1847 he received us with kindly 
courtesy, for which his memory will ever 
be held by us in high esteem.” "

Recobd-Uwiob reporter 
yesterday 
called upon George W. H anct - 
one of 
the Directors of the State Boar,* A Agri­ 
culture, in reference to the telegram from 
Los Angeles—published in this paper yes­ 
terday—stating that m uch feeling existed 
there in opposition to bis appointm ent as 
Superintendent of the Citrus F air to be 
held in that city. 
Mr. Hancock explained 
that, as the fair was to be held under the 
auspices of the State A gricultural Society, 
th at body had, as required by law, desig­ 
nated one of its officers to nave general 
charge of the exhibition and of the expend 
iture of the appropriation made by the Leg- 
isture. 
The following conversation then 
e n su ed : 
R eporter—“ W hen was your appointm ent 
m ade by the Board?” 
Mr. H ancock— “ A bout the m iddle of 
last m outh.” 
Reporter—"W h y did the Board select 
you to discharge this duty ?” 
M r. H ancock—“ Well, I have been a 
m em ber of that body for twelve years past. 
I was the first to suggest the holding of a 
citrus fair in Central California, and was 
m ade its Superintendent. The exhibition 
proved a rem arkable success.” 
Reporter—"Is it necessary that the Super­ 
intendent of such a fair should be himself 
a judge o f the quality of citrus fruits ?” 
Mr. Hancock (with a sm ile)—“ Why, no. 
not at all. Committees are always selected 
to pass upon the m erits of the exhibits. 
N obody ever supposed that the Directors of 
the State Agricultural Society, who really 
superiutend and manage the State Fai s 
were competent to pass judgm ent upon all 
theexhibits ibade. T ne idea is preposterous. 
A Superintendent’s duty is to manage the 
exhibition—see that the money is properly 
used, etc.” 
Reporter—“Then you have no intention 
of dictating to the exhibitors at the Los 
Angeles F air just how each shall place his 
individual exhibit in the Pavilion, how he 
shall arrange his pyram ids of truit, and 
w hether he shall drape a star-spangled 
banner over his stall or decorate it with 
fancy papers?” 
Mr. Hancock—“ Hardly; but I think you 
have a pretty correct estimate cf the idea 
th at seems to have been put into the heads 
of the people down there.” 
Reporter—“You purpose conducting the 
business intrusted to you in such a way, 
doubtless, as will be to the best interests of 
th e people of the southern orange growing 
counties ? ” 
Mr. Hancock—“Most 
certainly I do; 
there will be no fruit from the northern 
California citrus belt allowed at the Los 
Angeles exhibition. 
Everything shall be 
done to the perfect satisfaction of the peo­ 
ple down there.” 
Reporter—"Is this alleged adverse feeling 
general down that way—has it been grow­ 
ing for any length of' time, so far as you 
know ?” 
Mr. H ancock—“ I don’t think it is gen­ 
eral, and I had heard nothing of it until I 
read the telegram in the R ecord-U m o n 
this m orning. And, from the fact that my 
appointm ent was m ade come six or seven 
weeks ago, I think the report m ust have 
been m anufactured in Los Angeles during 
the present week by a m ember of our Board 
who is hostile to m e.” 


NO ATTEMPT AT BSIBEBY. 


A tto rn ey E sta b ro o k ’s A ction D id N ot E x­ 
te n d Q u ite So F a r. 
John Drunoff, the individual who got on 
such a tear a day or two ago and attempted 
to stab officer Cunningham , was sentenced 
to pay a fine of $30 for disturbing the 
peace and $10 for carrying a concealed 
weapon. 
Frank Estabrook, the attorney who de­ 
fended Drunoff, and who had been charged 
by a local paper with an attem pt at brib­ 
ing a witness, explained the m atter to the 
Court. 
H e stated that he m erely asked 
officer C unningham , as a personal favor, 
not to push the case too hard. H e did not 
regard the m atter as a secret, and did not 
care w hether or not others heard what he 
said. 
Judge Buckley stated that he did not 
think theie was anything wrong in what 
the attorney did, as it is done in many 
cases. 
Even the 
Court had been ap­ 
proached m any times by friends of persons 
arrested, asking for leniency, often giving 
asreasm s thtrefor that the prisoner w at a 
hard-w orking m an, had a family, and like 
excuses. 
He did not consider that there 
was anything wrong in it, and he did not 
believe that any attorney would be indis­ 
creet enough to attem pt to intim idate a 
witness of ordinary sense, let alone a 
police officer.

DENOMINATIONAL DISSENSION. 


B ishop H o tt, o f tlie U nited 
B re th re n 
C h u rch , E x p lain s Its N atu re. 
E ds. R e c o b dU nion : 
In the K ecord- 
U j io k of a few days ago, in connection 
w ith the appointm ents of preachers pur­ 
porting to have been made at the United 
B rethren's 
Conference held at Burney- 
ville, it was stated that the Sacramento 
Mission Station was to be left in charge of 
Rev. H . J. Becker until a perm anent ap­ 
pointm ent should be made. 
It is due an intelligent public, as well as 
the members of a united and working 
church and a pious, consecrated and faith­ 
ful pastor, to say that the Sacramento 
U nited B rethren’s Church is ably filled, 
and has been for over a year, by Rev. G. 
W. Baumgardner, under whose labors the 
church is steadily growing. The simple 
tacti are as follows : 
Four years ago the General Conference 
of the U nited Brethren in Christ, in order 
to better adapt its laws and regujations to 
the growiBg demands of the times, ap­ 
pointed a Commission of ministers and 
laym en to form ulate certain am endm ents 
to the constitution of the church apd im ­ 
provements to its confession of faith, and 
subm it them to the entire church for ap­ 
proval or disapproval. This was done, 
and last November these documents were 
voted on and adopted by over a two-thirds 
vote. The General Conference which m et 
last May in York, Pa., after thoroughly 
reviewing this entire procedure, approved 
the work of the Commission, and the doc­ 
um ents approved by the people, and, by a 
vote of 110 to 20, declared them the funda­ 
m ental law and belief of the church. 
After thus participating three days in the 
proceedings of the Conference, fifteen of 
the opponents to the course taken by the 
General Conference withdrew from that 
body and organized another nody in an­ 
other hall and in a different part of the 
city. They held that the changes had been 
made irregularly, and therefore the Gen­ 
eral Conference had put itself outside of 
the church. This little band of seceders 
called themselves the “ U nited B rethren’s 
Church,” and declared they would hold 
the church property. They elected Rev. 
H. G. Becker Bishop of the Pacific coast 
district. 
The General Conference duly recognized 
their w ithdraw al from the church, so that 
they are no longer connected with the 
United B rethren in Christ, and have no 
claim or title to the property of said church. 
The property title has been tested in two 
suits in the East, and the Courts have over­ 
whelmingly so decreed. 
At LecomptoD, Kas., the seceders recently 
undertook to secure possession of a flour­ 
ishing college by means of an injunction. 
The case was patiently heard, aDd the 
Court returned the property to the church 
authorities. 
In New Lexington, 0., a case 
has been recently tried in which the se­ 
ceders’ ablest lawyers pleaded their cause, 
and after seven days’ consideration the 
Court, in a masterly decision based upon 
rulings of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and other Courts, rendered a decree 
in favor of the church. 
In California but one of the itinerant 
preachers went off w ith this movement, 
and with the advanced legislation of the 
church, better adapted to the present con­ 
ditions of society, that church has a far 
more hopeful future than ever before. 
M eantime 
Rev. J. W. Baumgardner, 
the United Brethren pastor in Sacramento, 
is commended to the public as a most 
worthy and noble m an, a lover of men and 
one whose life is devoted solely to the pub­ 
lic welfare, and the building up of m oral­ 
ity and religion and peaceful fellowship 
in this beautiful city. H is people are in 
hearty sym pathy with him in these good 
works.

FARR'S WILL. 


DID HE DO IT 1 
"GOUGE-EYE’S" SENSATION. 


N evis Sues H is O ld P a rtn e rs for A lleged 
V iolatio n o f a C om pact. 
Pending the issue in Judge Van Fleet’s 
Court of the motion of defendants to dis 
solve the order restraining Manuel J. and 
Joaquin L. Azavedo from using the brand 
“ Eagle W inery” on the wines sold by 
them , the plaintiff, W. S. Nevis, yesterday 
commenced another action against 
the 
sam e parties, through his attorneys, Jo h n ­ 
son, Johnson & Johnson. 
This one is to recover damages in the 
sum of $3,000 from the flrst-named parties 
for the aliened violation of a contract en­ 
tered into between them and Nevis when 
they dissolved partnership, on the 27th of 
last April. 
The agreem ent then entered into pro 
vided that the Azavedos should sell the 
Eagle W inery goods (and none other) at 
retail, they engaging not to sell at whole­ 
sale for the period of two years. 
Nevis, on 
the other band, agreed not to sell wines at 
retail during that time. 
The agreement 
provides th at either 
party violating its 
provisions should pay to the other the sum 
of $300. 
Nevis alleges that the defendants have 
violated this stipulation, hence he sues for 
damages in the sum named and for the 
costs of B U it.

T h e G oodell-K elly Suit. 
The suit of N. D. Goodell against P at­ 
rick Kelly, to recover the sum of $250 al­ 
leged to be due him for services as archi­ 
tect, in draw ing plans for a building which 
Kelly is about to erect on I street, between 
Sixth and Seventh, was tried yesterday in 
Justice H enry's Court. Kelly refused to 
pay the claim on the ground, as he alleges, 
that the building was not to cost more than 
$9,000, and that nobody would contract to 
erect it, under Goodell’s plans, for that sum. 
Goodell testified that he told Kelly that 
such a building as he wanted m ight cost 
m ore than $9,000. 
After hearing the testimony Ihe Court 
continued the case until Saturday, when 
A lbert M. Johnson will argue the points at 
issue on behalf of Goodell, and E. M. Mar­ 
tin will do likewise for Kelly. 


C o n an t an d H ag an A cq u itted . 
A verdict of acquittal was returned yes­ 
terday by the jury, in Judge Arm strong’s 
Court, in the case of the People against 
Jam es Conant and Daniel Hagan, who 
were tried for a burglary committed at Elk 
Grove som e m onths ago. 
The accused 
were defended by C. N. Pest. 
The evidence against the young men, 
while ot a nature to throw suspicion on 
them , was entirely circum stantial, render­ 
ing a conviction som ewhat doubtful from 
the start. The case was, however, strongly 
presented by the prosecution, but the stat­ 
utory “ reasonable do n b t” came effectually 
to the rescue of the prisoners.

H a d B een D istrib u ted . 
Taylor & Holl, attorneys tor the estate of 
B. A. Farr, deceased, yesterday filed in the 
Superior Court a petition for the probate of 
the will of the deceased, and the proceed­ 
ing brings to light a rather novel condition 
of affairs. 
F arr died on the 25th of March, 
1885, and no will haviDg been found, the 
estate was daly administered upon in the 
Superior Court, finally settled, and the 
property distributed by the Court. 
The 
only heir appearing was his widow, and 
the property was awarded to her. 
The proceedings consumed the tim e usu­ 
ally required in the settlem ent of an estate, 
but subsequently a will was found, duly 
executed by Farr on March 19, 1861, and 
acknowledged before Samuel Cross, with 
W . W. Bradley as a witness. Under some 
circumstances this fact m ight cause serious 
legal complications, but fortunately the 
term s of the will coincide exactly with the 
Court’s action in awarding the property to 
Mrs. Farr. 
Therefore the will will doubt­ 
less be adm itted to probate, according to 
the petition, and the property rem ain un­ 
disturbed.

CALIFORNIA ABROAD. 


In te re s tin g F e a tu re s of th e C aliforuia on 
W heels E x h ib it. 
The new “California on W heels" train, 
fresh from the Sacramento shops, redolent 
of new paint and varnish, is at the railroad 
yards at Fourth and Townsend streets, says 
the San Francisco Bulletin, of last evening. 
Everything on the train is yet in disorder, 
but the m any visitors to-day noted the 
convenient equipm ent of the train and 
general adaptability for the purpose. The 
vestibuled platforms, the large windows, 
the patent couplings suited to any railroad, 
the comfortable quarters for attendants, 
are all improvem ents over the old train. It 
is hoped to have everything in readiness to 
move eastward in three weeks. 
It is estimated that the coming trip will 
cost fully $10,000, and more funds are de­ 
sired. 
Vice-President W. H . Mills of the 
State Board of Trade has figured out that 
tbe last traveling show was displayed to 
125 people for every dollar the exhibition 
cost, and that every dollar contributed now 
will enable at least 166 people to see tbe 
display. 
Contributions to the extent of 
$3,000 at least are asked for. 
It is hoped to 
have if possible fully 1,000,000 visitors to 
the cars before they return. 
A daily record of tem perature at various 
points in California is to be telegraphed to 
California on W heels on its approaching 
tour in the East. Sergeant Barwick of the 
Signal Service Station at Sacramento has 
agreed to wire the daily records of the 
merenry at Los Angeles, Fresno, Sacra­ 
m ento and Redding and a special arrange­ 
m ent has just been made to have the tem ­ 
perature of Coronado Beach, San Diego 
county, also recorded.

kicks, knocks and punches adm inistered at 
th e hands, feet and te e th of th e un ru ly 
citizens. 
A rep o rt comes from F ran ce o f th e d is­ 
covery of a rem arkable subterranean riv er 
in th e D epartm ent of L ot. 
Tw o explorers 
found th e riv er a t th e bottom of a goufire 
o r abyss know n as th e P it of P aderac. P ro ­ 
curing a folding boat m ade of sail-cloth, 
th ey w orked th e ir w ay dow n stream for a 
couple of m iles th ro u g h a succession of 
grottoes sp arkling w ith stalactites. 
T hey 
found seven lakes on th e ir w ay, and h ad to 
shoot thirty-seven cascades o r rapids. 
T h ere lives in L’nion tow nship, Indiana, 
a fam ily th a t can boast of th e m ost c u ri­ 
ously com plicated 
relationship. 
Som e 
years ago a w idow er nam ed H organ, w ho 
had a grow n son, m arried a widow who 
had a grow n d au g h ter. 
A fter aw hile he 
and his wife secured a divorce. 
I lls son 
th en fell in love w ith his fath er’s divorced 
wife and m arried her. 
T h e fath er got 
m arried to th e d au g h ter of th e wom an 
from whom h e h ad been divorced. 
E ach 
fam ily has children, and th e two fam ilies 
are terrib ly m ixed as to th e ir relatio n sh ip . 
T h e question of w ho can be given th e 
title of Colonel w ith p ro p riety in K en ­ 
tucky has a t last been settled by a com pe­ 
te n t au th o rity . 
By th e latest ru le every 
m an who conducts a large distillery is ipso 
facto a Cob nel. E very prom inent railroad 
official is alfo a Colonel. 
E v ery Congress­ 
m an is a Colonel, 
E very m an w ith a G ov­ 
ern m en t office is a Colonel. 
E very great 
editor is a Colonel. 
T h e C hief of th e P o ­ 
lice D epartm ent is a de facto Colonel. 
T hen th ere are o th er gentlem en w ho are 
Colonels because no o th er title fits them . 
I f a m an has been a C aptain in th e war, 
never call him C ap tain ; call him Colonel. 
H e is en titled to th is prom otion tw enty- 
four years after th e w ar has closed. 
A ndrew J . G eiger, w ho died lately in 
P h ilad elp h ia, leaving an estate o f $250,­ 
000, directed th a t an obelisk should be 
erected over his grave w hich, besides th e 
usual m ortuary inscription, should bear 
several others. 
T he n o rth panel w ill bear 
th is inscription: 
“ T raveled 00,000 m iles 
in A m erica, E urope, A sia and A frica.” 
T h e south panel is to read: 
“ Y’oung m an, 
stop and th in k . 
See w h at has been th e 
rew ard for hoaestv, ind u stry and econom y. 
I n 1849 I w orked on lio liert M a rtin ’s 
farm near Je rsey shore for 20 cents a day. 
N o fortune left to m e.” 
T h e west panel 
w ill s a y : 
“L ived and died in th e faith of 
th e im m utable and unchangeable and n a­ 
tu re’s G od. 
B elieved iu th e gospel of 
peace, rig h t and ju stice.” 
. 
A p retty little b ird story comes from 
C linton, M ass. A w ild p artrid g e flew upon 
th e piazza of a house on th e edge of th e 
tow n w here tw o little g irls w ere at play. 
T h ey called th e ir m other to see th e strange 
visitor, and she succeeded in coaxing it to­ 
w ard her, th e bird finally p erm ittin g itself 
to be taken in h e r hands, although show ­ 
ing uneasiness a t th e act. 
T h e bird was 
k ep t on ex h ib itio n in a cage for a day, and 
th en set free to re tu rn to its n ativ e haunts. 
T h e p artrid g e afterw ard repeated its visit, 
and has since been seen a num ber of tim es 
in th e vicinity. 
Such tam eness in a w ild 
fowl is very rare, and th e lady whose w in­ 
ning tones overcam e its n a tu ral shyness 
can congratulate herself on being a bird 
charm er of th e first order. 
E li P a lm iter struck a rich find w hile e x ­ 
cavating in his garden a t H arb o r Springs, 
M ich. 
H e dug up th ree skeletons in one 
grave, th e m ost of th e bones being in a 
fair state of preservation, to g eth er w ith 
two steel tom ahaw ks, a stone pipe, a copper 
k ettle w ith cranehooks and a su v e r breast­ 
p late as large as a saucer. 
I f th ere was 
ever any inscription upon th e breastplate 
it has been obliterated. 
T h ere is an old 
In d ian story to th e effect th a t a ch ief or 
o th er im p o rtan t m em ber of th e trib e was 
m urdered a t M iddle V illage years ago. 
T h e m urderer and victim w ere brought to 
th e In d ian village w here H arb o r, S prings 
now stands. 
H ere an o th er IndiaD consti­ 
tu ted him self Ju d g e and executioner and 
k illed th e m urderer. 
H e was executed by 
th e tribe, and th e th re e w ere buried in th e 
sam e grave. 
T he builders tell a ra th e r interesting 
story of a Buffalo capitalist, w ho was p retty 
sum m arily tak en down for try in g to set 
h im self up as th e end of all things in w hat­ 
ever he undertook. 
N o m atter w hat was 
on foot, if h e w ent into it h e m ust have 
a ll th e say and nobody else was allow ed 
even a side rem ark. 
N ot long ago he b u ilt 
a fine brick house. 
In th is undertaking, as 
in all others, he was boss and all hands, 
d ictatin g to builders, arch itect and all 
hands w ithout th e slightest hesitatioB . 
A t last th ey grew very tire d of th e brow ­ 
beating th ey h ad to stand, and let him 
have h is way, w hether it was rig h t or 
wrong. 
T h e house was finished, and 
sh o rtly afterw ard th e ow ner set about 
b uilding furnace fires to test his h eatin g 
apparatus, w hen 
behold th ere wasn’t a 
chim ney in th e house.
